Robert M. La Follette, who was re- 
centljf named, as the chairman-of 
the senate committee -bor-jnake an 
investigation of the print paper sit- 
uation, is receiving scores of letters 
and telegrams from all parts of the 
country urging action that will help 
the small newspapers from being 
wiped out. 


Print paper continues to soar to 


a point that 'makes it almost pro- 
hibitive for small 
papers. 
Print 


paper that five years ago cost from 
$2 to $2.50 per hundred pounds, is 
now being sold at 57.50 to $S in the 
open market. It is said that by the 
first of the year 
prices . will be 


around the $10 mark. 


To add to the 
distress 
of the 


small papers the big metropolitan 
papers are going out into the mar- 
ket and buying paper tonnage at 
any price. As a result the small 
papers have to take what is left and 
many are unable to get paper at 
any price. Many of the small pa-

tion. "Wisconsin is rapidly assum- 
ing a place hi the front rank of 
dairy states with its reputation for 
pure-bred, 
healthy 
cattle. 
The 


cleanup of the foulbrood evil and 
the impetus given to tha honey in- 
dustry should go far .toward making 
Wisconsin the leading honey state 
in the union." 


"A bee probably never sleeps," 


said Kenneth Hawkins, G. B. Lewis 
Co., 
Watertown, discussing queen- 


rearing at home. "A bee is dif- 
ferent from any other animal in 
that it emerges from the egg with 
a maxirium of energy. A bee can- 
not rest and replace worn tissue. 
It gradually loses strength until, 
in the case of the worker bee, it 
falls to the ground and dies." 


Dr. S. B. Fracker, state entomo- 


logist, introduced a series of reso- 
lutions providing for reports in the 
market news letter on crop condi- 
tions from time to time. Another 
resolution asks'the division of mar- 
kets to establish legal standards 
for the grading of comb and extract 
honey.

portant consideration that must be remembered. 


Dane county is still in the mud. Even if the present bond 


issue would be defeated the county would have to make some at- 
tempt to carry on soms sort of a good roads program. 
That 


would .undoubtedly mean a continuance of the present system 
of indiscriminate planning and isolated endeavor that would 
make a patchwork of good and bad roads throughout the com- 
munity. 


Big sums of the taxpayers' money would be used to carry on 


this work in an inefficient and aimless way. With such a pro- 
gram the taxpayers would undoubtedly pay out in the next de- 
cade just about as much as is asked for in the well planned and 
comprehensive scheme that is now being submitted to the peo- 
ple. .Therefore the voters must not be made to feel that in vot-
